much'to their pecuniary grief they found that 
they had brought their shoddy to the wrong 
market. Sométhing, however , must be done, and 
so fifty or sixty opened shops for the repair of 
watches, an equal number opened establishments 
for taking pictures, another quantity went to 
work gathering up the immense amount of old 
tage left everywhere by the rebels, while the 
balance stood disconsolately for a time around 
corners cursing GRANT in every dialect origina- 
ting at Babel, and then returned up the river. 
Those who went into the rag business had a 
good thing, for rags are high and the quantity 
lef by Confederates.in this place was enor- 
mous. 

Several large warehouses were filled with the 
old coats, tents and other fixtures of the late 
army, which were baled, and now the sharp ope- 
ratore are on their way with their treasures to 
St. Louis, A surprise, however, awaits them . at 
that place, for they had scarcely left before it 
was discovered that they had filled the interior 
of each bale of rags with cotton. Orders were at 
once sent to St. Louis to have the matter looked 
into, which will probably result in the confisca- 
tion of the entire cargo. Fancy their poignant

Of military movements little canbe said, for 
little or nothing is being done. Gen. Herron has 


. gonete Port Hudson. Gen. Oxp and corps are 


about leaving: with a view te the occupancy of 
Natchez ; some four regiments are going up to 
Helena ; the balance of the army remains here 
with the exception of five per cent. of officers 


‘and men, who have gone home on a twenty days’ 


furlough. This last circumstance indicates that 
no operations of importance will be inaugurated 
for some weeks, Guant is resting himself after 
his late set-to, and also putting himself in train- 
ing for the next meeting in September. 

The citizens here have as yet scarcely recovered 
from the bewildering effects of the tremendous 
scenes through which they have so lately passed. 
There is, however, marked Change even since 
my arrival. “Men in jeans and butternut are 
showing themselves on the street with a demean- 
orin which they attempt to present all the 
haughtiness of the old chivalry. but which ef- 
fort is essentially spoiled in the everywhere-pre 
sented fact that the chivalry has just been awful- 
ly thrashed by the Yankee. They resemble « 
game chicken coming out of a fight niinus his 
tail-feathers, with both eyes closed up, wings 
hanging, and other evidences of punishment, and 
that Still cannot resist s feeble attempt at a 
strut and a crow of defiance. 

The chivalry here are gradually learning some- 
thing—first, that we have in the North a Govern- 
ment; and secondly, that the people of the North, 
whom they regarded as mudsilis because they 
manufactured and invented instead of pleying 
poker, selling niggers and handling bowie-knives 
for a living, and whom they truly believed they 
could whip in the proportion of five to,one, is a 
force that bids fair in a little while to sweep the 
whole Confederacy—* niggers,” faro-banks, chiv- 
alry and’all—into’ oblivion. It is excessively 
mortifying to acknowledge it, but the fact is in- 
disputable. The Yankee is here-+the lager bier, 
saur-kraut, Dutch, Irish and “ Yank” elements, of 
which they have said and sri¢ered s0 much; are 
all about them, witnessing their discomfiture to 
ani extent that will not allow them for an instant 
to doubt its reality. 

The ladies of Vicksburgh, with that elasticity 
so honorable and peculiar to the female sex, by 
which they so quickly recover from the damaging 
effects.of grief, (the loss of lovers, and husbands 
| for instance,} are ‘already resuming their smiles 


j}-and equanimity: and making the streets roseate 


and the hearts of the Yankees sunny by their 


4 presence. For the first week or so they all re- 


fused to show themselves, but confined their 


‘efforts to turning their backs when a Fed. was 


passing, or making faces at our soldiers from be- 
hind the closed shutters, Next, the blinds began 


| to open, and faces in pensive profile might be 


seen at the windows. Then a few of the tougher 
virgins ventured on short scouting excursions on 


‘the! streets, with.a view: to “feel” of the Vandals. 
Not being robbed, murdered or ravished, as they 


probably expected, they daily grew in boldness 


“and numbers, until to-day, when detachments 


from the reserves, in the shape of. young and 
pretty women, have made their appearance around 
town -in considerable force. Their dresses are 
somewhat old-fashioned—thelr head-gear is mul- 
tifarious as to kind, and ancient as to date of con- 
struction, and they have, alas! no hoops, but in 
‘all those cardinal requisites, such as peachy 


cheeks, red, kiss-inviting lips, and bewildering,
